Buzz Stapezynski, Andover town manager, 
was voted president of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association Jan. 25. Last week he 
spoke with the Townsman about some of the

Weld’s agenda is to save money and 
reduce government, and not to create a tax 
package as Michael Dukakis was so intent on 
doing.

Security deposit money belongs to tenant, not landlord 


Sue L. was shocked when her former 
landlord returned only $100 of her $400 
security deposit without explanation 

After leaving many messages at the 
landlord’s work and home, Sue finally 
reached him. In response to her con- 
cerns, he answered that the money 
deducted was for his wife who had 
spent eight hours cleaning up after 
Sue. For this, the landlord’s wife was 
paid $12.50 an hour. The landlord said 
he also had to hire painters to re-paint 
ed the entire apartment. 

Sue argued that the condition of the 
walls were the same as when she 
moved in. She also asked him why they 


had never gone over the condition of 


the apartment when she first moved in, 
while she was a tenant or right before 
she left. Fhe landlord refused to dis- 
cuss it further, told her to “take him to 
court” and slammed down the phone. 
Like many tenants in the common 
wealth, Sue had a landlord who did not 


give her a fair shake and acted in disre 
gard of the Massachusetts security 
deposit laws. 

A landlord has many responsibili 
ties in handling a tenant’s security 
deposit, according to the Mas 
sachusetts Public Interest Research 
Group Education Fund, 

A security deposit is tenant’s mon 
ey, deposited with the landlord to 
assure that rent will be paid and any 
damage caused will be covered. A secu- 
rity deposit belongs to the tenant, not 
the landlord. It can not be more than 
one month's rent. 

When the landlord receives the secu- 
rity deposit, he must: 


* Give the tenant a signed written 
statement of the present condition 
of the premises, which must 
expressly list existing damage; 


* Hold the security deposit in a sepa 


rate, interest-bearing account, 
and; 


* Pay 5 percent interest on the deposit. 
Deductions from the security 
deposit can be made by the landlord for 
a reasonable amount necessary to 
repair any damage caused by the ten 
ant. However, the landlord cannot 
deduct for normal wear and tear of the 
premises. 
If deductions are made, the landlord 
must provide, within 30 days after ter 
mination of the tenancy: 


* A detailed list of damages and the 
repairs needed to fix them, and; 


¢ Written evidence of any repairs such 
as estimates and receipts 


In Sue’s case, the landlord failed to 
provide a statement of condition when 
she moved in and could not prove that 


any marks on the walls were definitely 
caused by her and not by a previous 
tenant. The deductions for the basic 
cleaning were also questionable as the 
condition of the apartment did not go 
beyond the normal wear and tear. The 
landlord's failure to furnish her with 
an itemized list of damages within 30 
days after termination of the tenancy 
entitled Sue to the immediate return of 
her security deposit. 

If a landlord fails to deposit the secu 
rity deposit in a bank account or fails 
to return the security deposit with 
accrued interest, a tenant is entitled to 
triple damages, plus court costs and 
reasonable attorney's fees.

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little, according to Buzz Stapezynski. 

While the governor is trying to be 
entrepreneurial, his ideas keep run 
ning into prohibitive state regulations, 
regulations Mr. Stapezynski blames on 
Inspector General Joseph Barresi 

“It’s one thing to talk entrepreneuri 
al. It’s another thing to run up against 
the inspector general. The inspector 
general and the regulations will do 
more to put stumbling blocks in the 
Weld administration than any other 
factor I can think of.” 

Mr. Barresi and the regulations are 
raising the government’s cost of doing 
business, Mr. Stapezynski said. 

“They're out Dukakising Dukakis 
with process,” he said. 

The governor’s proposed budget for 
fiscal 1992 is due out Wednesday, Feb. 
27, and while some of the proposed cuts 
have been released, specific numbers 
are not yet available : 

“One of the problems is that the pro- 
posals are so vague at this point it’s 
hard to cost them out for a specific city 
or town,” Mr, Stapezynski said 

But the town manager is hopeful. 

“I'm optimistic,” he said. “As presi 
dent of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, I'm encouraged by his 
agenda. He's got some problems with it 
but he is willing to talk and he does lis 
ten to us.” 

Question 5 

“Some of our concerns with the 
administration involve implementa 
tion of Question 5,” he said. 

Question 5, passed on the Nov. 6 
state general election ballot, regulates 
distribution of state taxes. It includes a 
guarantee that 40 percent of sales tax 
and lottery revenues would be 
returned to cities and towns in the 
form of local aid. 

Gov. Weld has proposed not comply 
ing with the full 40 percent because the 
state can’t afford it. 

“We understand they're having a 
problem with the 40 percent. What 
we're looking for is honoring the non- 
economic conditions” of Question 5, 
Mr. Stapezynski said 

One of those conditions requires the 
state to publish the so-called cherry 
sheets by March 1. The cherry sheets 
specify the amounts of state aid distri- 
butions to cities and towns, Without 
those figures, town governments can- 
not finalize their own budgets. 

The cherry sheets have been 
delayed into the fall the last couple 
years, once as late as December, and 
the town manager questions whether 
this year will be any different. 

“I’m skeptical,” he said. 

Another problem is the timing of the 
distribution of local aid. 

“Right now we get the checks twice 
a year. We want to get them quarterly,” 
Mr. Stapezynski said. 

The administration of former Gov. 
Dukakis went to quarterly distribution 
payments, then cut back to twice a 
year again when times got tough in 
1988 and 1989,

“Unfortunately the twice a year 
turns out to be the end of December,” 
Mr. Stapezynski said. 

The quarterly payments would cost 
the state interest revenue, but it would 
help the cities and towns. 

Cuts in local aid 


Although the members of the MMA 
may be able to understand intellectual- 
ly why the governor can’t comply with 
the 40 percent guaranteed distribution 
of local aid, they are not willing to 
accept it politically or administrative- 
ly, according to Mr. Stapezynski. 

Andover receives $2 million, 3.5 per 
cent of its budget, in local aid from the 
state, according to the town manager. 
Gov. Weld’s proposed cuts would 
reduce Andover’s local aid by $210,000. 

“There’s some work Governor Weld 
has to do to hold down state spending, 
and not balance the state budget on the 
backs of cities and towns,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

State spending increased 107 percent 
from 1980-1989, according to the town 
manager. Local spending was up just 
57 percent during the same time peri- 
od. 

“Of all the public services in the 
commonwealth, we probably provide 
75 percent of them,” he said. “So we 
feel cutting local aid is really an unfair 
way to balance the budget. 

“What we're looking for from him is 
to put an incentive-based program on 
the table.” 

In a meeting with Gov. Weld Friday, 
Jan. 8, Mr. Stapezynski and other 
MMA officials discussed changing 
local aid disbursement. 

“We want to design a local aid distri- 
bution system so that every city and 
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Town manager talks about Gov. Weld’s plans 


town in the commonwealth gets mon 
ey. What we want to do is create a sys 
tem where the most needy are given 
incentives to improve their manage 
ment, their operations, land use and 
economic development so that in the 
future they will be more reliant on 
themselves, their operating revenue, 
and less reliant on the common 
wealth.” 

This is a difficult time to be forcing 
self reliance down the throats of money 
starved cities and towns, according to 
Mr. Stapezynski, but it is the time to be 
planning for it. 

Other proposals 

Among the governor's other budget 
proposals that would most affect cities 
and town are: 

+ Include new growth in levy limit. 

“That's a great idea,” Mr. Stapezyns 
ki said. “This would help us because 
we're a town that has modest amounts 
of new growth.” 

But he questioned whether Barbara 
Anderson, head of Citizens for Limited 
Taxation, would oppose it. 

“I don’t know if she would accept 
this,” he said. 

While this proposal would benefit 
Andover, it would not help cities such 
as Lawrence or Chelsea, which have no 
new growth, according to the town 
manager, 

+ Reduce revenue sharing to region 
al schools. 

This would reduce state aid to the 
Greater Lawrence Technical School. 
No details are available yet. 

+ Adjust local employee contribution 
to health insurance costs. 

This proposal would save Andover 
money and Mr. Stapezynski supports 
it. 

“It’s good. I'd like to see it. I'd be an 
advocate for that,” he said. 

Andover currently pays 65 percent 
of the cost for employees’ Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield health insurance. 
The employees pay 35 percent. If an 
employee opts to take a Health Mainte- 
nance Organization health plan, which 
is usually less expensive, the town pays 
the same amount of money, “equal dol- 
lars,” to the HMO as it would have giv- 
en to Blue Cross. This cuts the employ- 
ees’ contribution. 


The town manager favors a plan 
that would pay an “equal percentage,” 
or 65 percent of the lower amount, cut- 


ting the town’s cost when an employee 
opts for an HMO. 

- Repeal cancer presumption law. 

This law assumes that cancer in fire 
fighters is job related and allows them 
to retire on a higher disability pension 
than would otherwise be allowed 

Mr. Stapezynski would support 
repealing this law, but said the fire 
union lobby is too strong to beat on this 
one. 

“Weld would lose on this one. He'll 
get ground up,” Mr. Stapezynski pre 
dicted. 

« Modify prevailing wage law for 
contracts under $250,000. 

The prevailing wage law forces 
employers to pay a higher wage to 
employees when working on a state 


job. The employer then has to charge 


more for the job, raising the cost to the 
state. 

“It should be lifted completely. I 
think he’s only doing half the job 
here,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

“We don’t have any capital projects 
planned for 1991 or 1992 so this won't 
impact us. But in the future it will.” 

* Conform Chapter 766 (equal educa- 
tional opportunities for special needs 
students) to federal standards. 

“Massachusetts has a gold-plated 
special-education law,” Mr. Stapezyns 
ki said. 


“And with good reason. Mas 
sachusetts leads the nation in the care, 
treatment and attitude toward the 
handicapped, retarded and special 
needs. But it’s very costly.” 

He supports the long-term cost sav- 
ing changes proposed by the governor. 

“This will bring us into line with the 
federal guidelines with how special 
education is being defined,” Mr 
Stapezynski said. “It’s our feeling, if we 
had language which was to the federal 
standard, we could see some savings.” 

« Earmark additional lottery rev- 
enue for local aid. 


A new lottery proposed by the gover- 
nor could raise $75 million for the 
state, but Mr. Stapcezynski isn’t opti 
mistic. 

“Sure, we're hopeful we'll get $75 
million in new aid,” he said. 

But there is only so much money 
that can be generated from the lottery, 
according to the town manager, an he 
believes it is close to maxed out.

The Citizens’ League for Adult 
Special Services has begun a collabo 
ration with Merrimack College in 
North Andover to recycle paper and 
aluminum. The project marks both the 
first campus-wide recycling program 
for the college as well as the first recy 
cling business venture for the 
Lawrence-based agency, which offers 
life skills and occupational training for

The project began officially Jan. 14 
Under the direction of Merrimack Col 
lege facilities plant manager Al 
Brooks, college maintenance staff 
members have been providing students 
with containers for their discarded 
white paper.

Behind the scenes of the president's visit

Here is a look at my notes taken 
during President Bush’s visit to 
Raytheon Co. Friday. 

Security 

11:30 a.m. 
A tactical 
squad, made 
up of police 
from Andover 
and other area 
towns, lined 
the perimeter 
of Raytheon’s 
Lowell Street 
gate as we 
drove in. They 
were dressed 
in black head- 
to-toe with ponchos, boots and head 
gear that made them look like ninja 
turtles. They were standing evenly 
spaced about 30 feet apart facing out 
into the woods as we wound down 
the driveway to the gate. 

At the gate two secret service 
types asked to see photo [D's in addi- 
tion to the green press passes strung 
around our necks. Another ninja 
with a police dog stood along the row 
of evergreen trees next to the gate, 
his black head-to-toe gear blending in 
with the background. More turtles 
lined the property on its 1-93 side. 

After standing in a line to enter 
the plant for about 20 minutes, mem- 
bers of the press passed through a 
metal detector where a team of secret 
servicemen examined the photogra- 


phy equipment, advancing film and 
clicking shutters to be sure nothing 
was stuffed inside the lenses. 

Steel gates formed a corridor that 
wound past a parts storage area, 
through a press room of tables and 
telephones and into the main manu- 
facturing area where the president 
would speak. Raytheon employees, 
entering from another part of the 
building, were kept apart from 
reporters by the steel gates and an 
army of Raytheon security police. 

A multi-tiered platform was set up 
for the press about 70 feet from the 
podium. We grabbed seats there and 
thought we were doing well 
The crowd 


12:20 p.m. — A U.S. Air Force band 


set up just in front of and to the left of 


the press platform began to play, 
what I don’t know, but it gave the 
impression that the show was getting 
under way. 

Raytheon employees shuffled in 
and the area was already more than 
half full. Press people also continued 
in and as cameras were set up on the 
platform our once good seats were 
getting squeezed. A man went up on 
the speakers’ platform and placed the 
presidential seal on the front of the 
podium. 

Anticipation 

12:35 - I was now standing on top 
of the stairs to the press platform, 
having been forced out of my spot, 
first by an NBC television camera 
then another network camera. 


A Raytheon facilities employee 
stationed just below the platform 
said this was the biggest deal 
Raytheon had made over a visit or 
tour in his six years with the compa 
ny. The cleaning through the entire 
plant, he said, was meticulous. Later, 
I was told that the company spent $1 
million on the president's visit. 

A young, clean-cut man wearing a 
dark suit and with a wire growing 
out his ear came to the front of the 
platform and asked me something. 
He had come from a group of what I 
took to be secret service sitting 
amongst a pile of communications 
equipment. I bent down to hear him, 
half expecting him to ask to see my 
credentials or to examine my camera 
equipment. 

Instead he pushed a point-and- 
shoot camera in my hand and asked 
me to take a picture for him. 

Since the president wasn’t areund 
yet, I asked, “Of what?” 

Anything, just the people, the 
podium, everything. The podium 
surrounded by Patriot and Hawk 
missiles, he said. 

How could I say no? I shot and 
returned the camera. He looked 
pleased as he pushed the camera 
back into his pocket and eased back 
to his radios. I felt like a spy.

Since the Weld administration's 
emergency plan for fiscal recovery 
first came out, many of you have called 
my office to let me know how you feel 
about parts of that proposal. I'd like to 
thank those of 
you who did and 
invite others to 
call or write my 
office. Over the 
next few weeks, 
the plan will be 
challenged and 
changed as the 
state legislature 


debates and 
votes on the mea 
sures proposed. 


It will help me to 
know how you will be affected by the 
plan. 


When I was campaigning door-to 
door a few short months ago, you told 
me to “clean up that mess.” That mess 
now amounts to a projected $850 mil 
lion deficit for Fiscal Year 1991. If we 
were to follow along the path the previ 
ous administration had set for us. Gov 
Weld’s proposal is, indeed, largely a 
Band-Aid - a quick fix to make sure we 
stop the bleeding and end the year with 
a balanced budget for the first time in 
five years 


Because we must act quickly to 
make up the $850 million problem, we 


can't be as flexible as we'd like to be 


You and I may disagree with individu 
al components of the plan, but [ find it 
hard to argue with the need to make 
some tough choices for the short term 

Gov.Weld proposed a 17-month plan, 
but what we've got on the table now is 
an emergency budget-balancing bill for 
the rest of this year, which ends June 
30. Many of the measures you've been 
reading about are for Fiscal Year ‘92, 
which won't be submitted to the legis 
lature until the end of this month 

Gov. Weld has made clear the under 
lying principles behind the plan: 

1. Do not hurt truly needy. 

2. No new taxes. 

3. No more borrowing from Wall 
Street. 

1. Preserve Proposition 2 1/2. 

5. Preserve local aid to maximum 
extent possible 

6. Repeal sales tax on services. 

7. Bring budget into balance for 
FY91 and FY92. 

| wholeheartedly endorse these prin 
ciples, and | believe that, to a great 
extent, the plan stays true to them. 


Employee furlough program 

One of the more controversial parts 
of the plan is the employee furlough or 
an enforced 10-day unpaid vacation for 
all state workers. Many have called to 
say they'd prefer layoffs to the fur 
loughs. It would be more in tune with 
the downsizing theme. | understand 
that state workers have shouldered the 
burden of a bad reputation over the 
past few years and | know that shoul 


_ dering that burden frustrates the good 


people out there 

We do, however, have to consider 
that the problem we face now is short 
term and urgent. The administration 
has voiced concern that we don’t have 
time for thoughtful administrative 
streamline. The furlough program is 
the best way to create substantial sav 
ings in personnel costs without undue 
interruption in the provision of vital 
services . 

Private industry has been utilizing 
similar furlough programs effectively 
during these difficult economic times 
as a way to preserve jobs and maintain 
balanced budgets. 

Should the furlough program go 
into effect, I support including the leg 
islature. | want the burden fairly dealt 
to all public sector employees. 


Local aid 

There is good news with regard to 
local aid. In years past, the final local 
aid payment has been a target for bud- 
get-balancing efforts, but there will be 
no cuts to local aid for the current fis 
cal year. 

I, like most of you, supported ballot 
Question 5, which guaranteed local 
aid. The governor is meeting with 
members of the Massachusetts Munici 
pal Association to work out how best to 
implement the question 


The good news 
The governor's proposed a lot of 
material. Most of what we hear is 


about where cuts to services will be 
made, but the plan also lends out a 
hand to aid the struggling economy. 

The repeal of the service tax and the 
small business mandate portion Uni 
versal Health Care are included in the 
proposal. After raising taxes for three 
years in a row and seeing the economy 
continue its downward spiral, we've. 
learned that we cannot tax ourselves 
back into prosperity. 

The plan also includes establishing 
enterprise zones. Throughout the cam 
paign I talked about helping business 
es establish themselves in target areas 
of substantial unemployment through 
tax incentives and regulatory relief. I 
think we'll see these enterprise zones, 
and I intend to fight to make that hap 
pen. 

If those taxes are repealed and enter 
prise zones are created, we'll be send 
ing a positive message to business: We 
want you to stay and grow in Mas 
sachusetts. 

All of these are proposals. I'm sure 
that as the House and Senate work on 
them over the next few weeks, there 
will be changes. I'd like to reiterate my 
hope that you continue to let me know 
how you feel about the changes. While 
Iam committed to reducing the budget

A few minutes later an ABC camera 
crew crawled over me and set up at the 
top of the stairs between me and Jack 
Harper. | move down to the top step 
and introduced myself to a radio broad 
caster from a station in Waltham. I fig 
ured since we were going to be in phys 
ical contact for a while, we might as 
well know each other's names 

A woman with the white house 
video camera(“for history”), set up 
over my right shoulder 
The jerk 

About 1:10 p.m. — The stairs were 
now packed shoulder to shoulder, a 
tight group that was becoming 
acquainted. It was hot. I removed my 
coat. Then some clown from ABC 
asked us all to move 

Right. Where? 

We were in the aura of his camera 
or something. We all squeezed to the 
right side of the stairs. Not good 
enough. He wanted us off the stairs, 


said that the platform was for televi 
sion cameras and why didn't we take 
our cameras and note pads down on 
the floor 

I'd lost my seat, my place on the plat 
form and finally my reserve 

“Why don’t you take a hike?” I said 

Not to be outdone, he called me a 
few unprintable names at which point I 
took out my secret weapon, turned on 
the flash and began taking his picture 
He shut up and fled 

A short time later a secret service 
man came over and tried to remove the 
Raytheon executives who were stand 
ing at the bottom of the stairs. They 
were not supposed to be in with the 
press. He didn’t have any more luck 
than the ABC jerk. 

The radio announcer in front of me, 
even though she was only there to 
observe, took out a microphone 
explaining that she hoped the secret 
service wouldn't try to throw her out 
as long as she looked like she was 
doing something official. 

The VIPs 

1:30 - The white house press pool 
arrived through a side door. An expec 
tant hush fell over the crowd. 

Gov. William Weld, William Swan 
son of Raytheon and the company’s 
chief executive officer, Thomas L. 


Phillips, were introduced, along with 
a couple other VIPs who then took 
positions on the platform. 

Peekaboo 

1:39 — I was peering down the corri 
dor alongside the podium, waiting for 
the president to appear when, for just a 
split second, a head poked around the 
corner, just a head. It was the presi 
dent’s head. He must have been look 
ing to see where he was going to be 
walking and, sure enough, a few sec 
onds later he and Barbara Bush come 
around the corner. If there was one pic 
ture I could have from the whole day, it 
would have been the president peeking 
like a child around the corner of the 
stage 

Raytheon employees cheered wildly, 
waved American flags and chanted “U 
S-A.” 

While the president and governor 
sang the national anthem, | wondered 
how it would sound with just the two of 
them singing it. Whitney Houston has 
nothing to worry about. 

The speech 

1:45 — The president spoke for 15 
minutes. He thanked the employees for 
building the missile that directed the 
course of the war. 

After the speech, Karen Moses, a 
Raytheon employee, thanked the presi 


dent for coming “on behalf of all the 
people of Andover,” and all Raytheon 
employees. 

The president then left the podium, 
shook hands with the employees and 
guests in the front of the crowd, and 
left the room. 

Comments 

2:10 p.m. - The Raytheon security 
people were a bit lax afterward and | 
took the opportunity to get comments 
on the president's visit from some of 
the employees on the way out. 

“I thought it was the best,” said 
Chuck Matthew, of Derry N.H. 

“Great. Excellent,” said Chuck Wil- 
son, of Methuen. 

“Very electrifying,” said Vincent 
Jarzobski, of Bradford. “I was very 
excited all week long about coming 
here. It was good.” 

Arthur McCann, of Hudson, N.H., 
said the visit was extra special because 
his son is aboard the amphibious 
assault ship, Manatoa, in the Persian 
Gulf. “I'm just proud to be an Ameri- 
can,’ Mr. MeCann said. 

Traffic was stopped from leaving the 
lot outside while six huge military heli- 
copters took off with the president and 
his entourage. They circled around, 
some headed north and others headed 
east, and the president was gone.

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Here’s how an override 
of Prop. 2 1/2 works

At its meeting Monday, Feb. 25, the Board 
of Selectmen will consider whether to re 
open the warrant to insert one or more arti 
cles to allow Town Meeting consideration of 
overriding Proposition 2 1/2. 

The budgets to be presented to Town 
Meeting in Article 4 can be funded without 
an override. The School Committee is 
requesting that an article for an additional 
$1.5 million for the school budget be insert 
ed 

The Board of Selectmen has not indicated 
whether additional tax dollars will be 
requested for any town departmental bud 
ets (aS Oppose ad to school budgets). By con 
sidering all funding requests requiring over 
rides in special articles, the specific uses of 
override dollars are clearly identified, and 
Town Meeting will know exactly what it is 
voting on 

It is important to remember that Town 
Meeting approval is only the first step. The 
levy limit, a restriction placed on the prop 
erty tax levy by Prop. 2 1/2, can bé increased 
only by popular vote in a town-wide referen 
dum. If Town Meeting approves appropria 
lions requiring an override of Proposition 2 
1/2, a special election could be scheduled 
about a month after the Town Meeting 

Prop. 2 1/2 limits the total a town is 
allowed to raise from property taxes, not the 
tax rate, not total spending. It is important 
to understand that the levy limit gets the 2 
1/2 percent increase 

rhe town’s total revenues, the budgets, 
the tax rate and the individual's property 
tax bill can all increase by different percent 

ages in the same fiscal year and still be with 
in Proposition 2 1/2. A community does not 
have to tax up to its levy limit, but it cannot 
exceed its levy limit unless voters approve 
an override or exclusion 

Ifa town wants to spend more than it can 
expect to collect in revenues, Proposition 2 
1/2 provides local options for increasing the 
levy limit by passing, by majority vote in an 
election, an override, a capital outlay exclu 
Sion, or a debt exclusion. At this time, 
Andover is only considering a generai over 
ride. The levy limit can be increased only by 
popular vote in a referendum, not by town 
meeting. The state enforces Prop. 2 1/2 by 
not allowing a town to set its tax rate until it 
can prove that it has a balanced budget. 

By passing an override, a community can 
assess a specific amount of property taxes in 
addition to its levy limit. The ballot question 
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can specify the use of these addition 
al revenues for the first year. An 
override results in a permanent 
increase in the levy limit. It is built 
into the base when calculating the 
following year’s levy limit. It is 
intended for funding ongoing pro 
grams. 

Increasing taxes to pay for addi 
tional services, projects, or purchas 
es 1S a two-step process. A referen 
dum is necessary to increase the 
levy limit so that the town can col 
lect the additional taxes. Town meet 
ing must vote to authorize the spend 
ing of town funds. From a legal 
Standpoint, it doesn’t matter which 
of these steps is taken first, but both 
must succeed 

A majority vote of the Board of 
Selectmen is required to place an 
override quetion on the ballot. There 


is no town meeting vote or initiative 
petition process for the referendum 
needed to override 2 1/2. 

Overriding 2 1/2 is a critical 
financial policy decision affecting 
tax rates and budgets for many years 
to come, not just whether additional 
taxes are available to provide a spe- 
cific service this year. 

Some communities choose to put 
the override question on the ballot of 
either the regular town election or a 
special election scheduled prior to 
the town meeting. Then town meet 
ing can vote appropriations knowing 
the outcome of the override vote 
Even if the override is successful, 
however, town meeting does not 
have to authorize spending the addi 
tional tax dollars 

Alternatively, town meeting could 
choose to ignore a failed override 
vote, vote more than is allowed 
under 2 1/2, and force another over 


ride attempt. At its Feb. 12 meeting, - 


the Board of Selectmen voted to deny 
the School Committee’s request to 
place a $1.5 million override question 
on the ballot for the March 25 town 
election. Because the deadline has

The AEA is in touch with the publi 
charities division of the attorney gen 
eral’s office concerning the paperwor} 
involved in dissolving the ABA. The 
AEA was $250,000 in debt when it 
began canceling shows and laving oft 
staff. 

Because the financial situation is s« 
grim for the AEA, rather than returr 
money to its 800 ticketholders, the 
board sent receipts to those people 
advising them to seek tax deductions 
Ms. Collins said.
